This office action is in response to an amendment after non-final filed on 3/7/2007. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

With respect to claim 1, the following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance: there is no prior art available or obvious motivation to combine elements of prior art, 
which teach forming an insulating layer on the.line-defect-free sxirface on at least one wafer of 
two starting wafers; and adhering the one wafer to the other wafer without an adhesive with the 
line defect free surfaces facing each other.
